The Elba Tigers saw an early lead vanish under arash of mistakes 
and never recovered last week as they suffered their second région 
loss at home this season with a 27-9 setback to the TR Miller 
Tigers. The loss dropped Elba’s région record to 1-3 with three 
games remaining, and now the Tigers know that they must win out 
against some very stil Competition just to have a chance at making 
a return tip to, the staté playoffs, Elba-gave its. fans a ray of hope 
early on as the Tigers received the opening kick off and marched 64 
yards to the T.R. Miller three-yardline, and even though the drive 
stalled at the five, Elba dic salvage a field-goal to grab an erly 3-0 
lead. That was just about it as far as the Elba highlights for the first

Influenza vaccination urged 
by Public Health Départment 


County health departments in 
Alabama will be administering 
influenza “vaccine: in special 
clinics being héld from October 
through the ‘end of influenza 
season in Alabama;: and the 
month of October has been set 
aside for those at highest risk for 
complications from influenza to 
be Vaccinated first. 

Among. those targeted ‘to 
receive the vaccine during 
October include: 

“Persons 65 years of age and 
older, regardless of health status 

"Residents of nursing homes 
and other chronic-care facilities 
that house persons of any age
